Williams has spent 
every cent he possessed at the start in 
defraying his expenses, and appeared 
at Ravensdale tonight minus food or 
funds, but yet determined to remain 
with the Sheriff's forces to the end. 

DOUBLED ON His TRACKS.

SEATTLE, July 14.—A special to the 
Post-Intelligencer tonight from Auburn 
says: 

“Tracy, the escaped Oregon convict, 
has repeated his old tricks and doubled 
on his tracks. He was seen this morn.

Last 
night he was seen by Henry O'Neill, a 
rancher on the same hill. Tonight, ‘f 
not near the reservation, he is only a 


| few miles away, either in the White 


River or the Green River Valley. 
“His old ruse worked as successfully 
as ever with the posse, and  blood- 
hounds. While Tracy was stealing by 
other roads and trails back from 
Enumclaw, the bloodhound brigade was 
on a stampede to Palmer Junction. The 
outlaw had an open field before him. 
The few guards which were left in the 
vicinity of Auburn could not cover all 
the intricate approaches from Enum- 
claw. If Tracy's strength had lasted 
he could practically have walked to- 
ward Seattle without opposition. He 
was near Enumclaw at $:30. In the 
evening, he was seen by Henry O'Neill, 
the rancher on the reservation hill. 
The distance by the shortest road is 
about eight and a half miles, but by 
the route the notorious criminal un- 
doubtedly went, it is much longer. The 
territory which he covered was phe- 
nomenal, and when he reached the 
ridge of Muckleshoot he was undoubt- 
edly too fatigued to continue further.

an undeniable fact that many of their 
methods are wrong, and prejudicial 
‘to the public good. And in so far 
as they alm to establish an obsolute 
monopoly in certain lines of industry 
operating in reetreint of 
is they are acting di- 
the interests of the pub- 

for the public derives 
and inestimable benefits 
free and uphampered domestic trade 
—the interchange of commodities, in- 
cluding the sale of labor for its equiv- 
sient—without hampering and vexa- 
tious artificial restrictions. 

In the city of Chicago twenty to 
thirty tnousand men are idle, through 
the efforts of a trust (dealing in the 
commodity of labor) 
and control the market for the par- 
ticular kind of labor in which 
deals. There are plenty of men, out- 
side of the labor trust, who would 
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turers, outside of the great capital- 
istic trusts, who desire to do busi- 
ness which they are in a measure 
prevented, by trust monopolies, from 
independent laborers, 
and these small merchants and manu- 
facturers, have an inherent, legal, con- 
* stitutional and moral right to dis- 
pose of their products to the public, 
im the open market, without dicta- 
tion or hindrance from any source, 
provided they obey the laws of the 
land and respect the rights of others. 
But they are prevented by cruel and 
conspiracies, by would-be 
mopopolists, from so doing. When 
these conspirators are capitalists, 
their organization is called a trust. 
When the conspirators are men con- 
trolling a certain percentage of the 
total output of labor, their organiza- 
tions are called labor unions, federa- 
tions of labor, allied trades councils, 
Ste., etc. The alms and purposes of 
each of these two distinct types of 
organizations, as The Times has here- 
tofore shown, are practically alike. 
They operate in restraint of trade. 
They aim at monopoly. They seek 
to stife and crush out competition. 
In endeavoring to attain their selfish 
they habitually 
IDs of the land. They trample ruth- 

csly upon the sacred rights guar- 
anteed to all citizens by the Consti-’ 
‘tution of the United States, by the 
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the statutory laws of the individual 
States and by the statutes of the na- 
tion. 

In the case of the Chicago strike, 
there are plenty of men willing to do 
the work that is waiting to be done. 
There are plenty of men with labor 
to sell, and plenty of men ready to 


the conspirators of the labor trust, 
in defiance and violation of the laws 
of the land, have been permitted to 
create conditions which prevent this 
free and advantageous interchange; 
conditions, also, which inflict immense 
hardship and loss upon the commu- 
nity, not merely of Chicago, but in 
a measurable degree upon the peo- 
ple of the entire country. “Pick- 
ets” are placed upon the leading thor- 
oughfares—which all persons are sup- 
posed to have a right to use for any 
of the purposes of legitimate trace 
to prevent men, by personal vio- 
lence, if necessary, from exercising 
the rights guaranteed them by laws 
and constitutions. The independent 
workman takes his life in his hand 
| when he attempts to exercise these 
rights. 

The labor trust in Chicago—which 
is only a type of kindred organiza- 
tions elsewhere—is operating as clear- 
ly in violation of law and as clearly 
in restraint of trade as is the s0- 
called beef trust, or any of the other 
trusts. Its operations are much more 
offensive, and much more subversive 
of the spirit of American liberty, than 
those of the capitalistic trusts, be- 
cause, in addition to restraining trade 
and seeking to maintain a monopoly, 
in violation of anti-trust laws, its 
members threaten and actually resort 
to physical violence, often going even 
to the extent of murder. 

There are journals and public men 
so cowardly, so invcrtebrate, so - 
logical, that they will denounce cap- 
italistic monopolies indiscriminately 
and with great violence, while in the 
same breath they will attempt to 
justify, defend and apologize for the 
labor monopoly, which is working 
toward precisely the same end, in its 
field, as are the capitalistic monopo- 
lies in their several fields. The 
newspaper which thus stuitifies itself 
is necessarily hypocritical, insincere, 
And untrustworthy. The public man 
who takes such a course thereby 
writes himself down a demagogue. 


EGALIZED GAMBLING. 

Another sensational corner in 
corn has been engineered in Chicago. 
This time the men behind the gam- 
bling table, who are dealing the 
cards, are said to include some of the 
wealthiest financiers and speculators 
in the United States, including some 
of the big bugs of the steel corpora- 
tion. One would suppose that these 
men were making money fast enough 
to suit the most exacting, but, as we 
all know, the appetite grows in eat- 
ing, and the man who is willing to 
admit to himself that he has enough 
is a rera avis. 

That this deal is a gamble, pure and 
simple, may easily be seen from the 
fact that the price of corn was ad- 
vanced from 60% cents per bushel on 
June 2 to 90 cents on July 8, although 
the weather of late has been favor- 
able throughout the corn belt, and 
there is nothing te warrant any such 
extraordinary advance in prices. 
It is simply a question of catching a 
lot of fellows who have been foolish 
enough to go in bathing, without 
putting their clothes in a safe place, 
and then making any kind of a deal 
with them that the conscience of the 
proponent and the cash box of the 


price may be forced between now 
and the end of the month no one can 
guess. A dispatch from Chicago 
says it may be a dollar a bushel, or 
it may be a thousand dollars.

ROYAL SCRUB, 

The young King of Spain, who 
Was recently invested with the crown 
that once represented the government 
of the greater part of the civilized 
world, reaching this distinction at an 
age when an American boy would be 
attending high school, appears to be 
anxious to distinguish himself as a 
royal scrub. According to dispatches 
from Madrid he has been acting in an 
altogether outrageous and disreputable 
manner, insulting his attendants and 
consorting with low characters, and, 
worse than all, grossly and publicly 
outraging the feelings of the faithful 
mother who has watched over him 
.80 carefully since the day when he 
came into the world as the posthu- 
mous son of a consumptive father. It 
is yet another illustration of the old 
fable, where the frozen snake which 
a man had warmed in his bosom 
turned and stung him. There have 
been mutterings of discontent in Spain 
of late, and Alphonso would do well 
to behave himself, or he may net long 
occupy the throne in which he rat- 
tles around. Our friend Weyler is 
ambitious, and has quite a following 
in Spain. It would not be surpris- 
ing, at any time, to hear of his doing 
the Boulanger act and placing him- 
self at the head of an insurgent army 
tor the sake, of course, of the dear 
people. 

Indeed, the people of Europe, as a 
whole, are growing intolerant of royal 
despots, libertines and idiots. The

James Neill opened asother engage- 
ment at the Burbank lest night in a 
four-act comedy by George Broad- 
hurst, called “The Red Enight.” The 
Neill productions are the best that Los 
Angeles gets. They hav an individ- 
uality that is attained by no other or- 
ganization traveling this way. There 
is a distinction about them that is a 
reminder of the gilt-edged shows to 
be seen in the finest easiern theaters. 
In mounting and accessq@ies they are 
faultiess, and the company is not 
rivalled in the West.

Broadhurst has taken the 
form from its former stilts of inverted 
melodrama by bringing to it legiti- 
mate comedy and a touch ef his own 
force. As artistic playwriting, it is 
not likely to stand fire, for it Is neither 
fish, flesh nor fow! dramatic, but as an 
entertainment it ought to be pleas- 
ing and popular. The chief remedia- 
ble fault is too much talk. In that 
sense it is amateurish, as are also 
the loose complications of the first 
act.

ANOTHER HILL CLAIMANT. 


Woman in Mt. Vernon, II., Claims 
to Hold Note Left by Mysterious Dead 
Man, but Her Claim is Discounted. 


Mrs. Jacob Cox of Mt. Vernon, III., 
has again appeared as a claimant of 
the fortune left by the mysterious 
Charles Hill, after whose death $142,- 
000 was found to his credit in the Union 
Bank of Savings. Mrs. Cox has been 
heard of before, and having failed in 
her first effort to secure the fortune, 
he has tried another tack. Who Mra. 
Cox is ne one here knows, but she is 
aggressive. Before she gets that for- 
tune she will have to try a better plan 
than any thus far attempted, She 
may believe that she is entitled to the 
estate, but the Public Administrator 
and others do not share in that belief. 

Her latest attempt to get the Hill 
money is revealed in a dispatch to 
The Times last night from her home 
in Mt. Vernon, in which it is stated 
that she has been notified that she is 
the real simon pure, twenty-four “k” 
fine heir to the estate, and that she is 
entitled to the fortune. She claims to 
possess a note for $142,000, alleged to 
have been signed by Hill, and this note 
would cover the entire amount of the 
fortune, and something over after the 
expenses have been paid. The cl.cum- 
stances under which the note was 
given are not stated. 

The appearance of Mrs. Cox as a 
claimant to the estate was one of the 
most singular incidents of the very 
peculiar Hill case. About ten days 
after the money was found ani four 
weeks after the death of Hill, the 
Union Bank of Savings received what 
purported to be a letter from Hill him. 
self. It was dated at Los Angele, but 
the postmark on the envelope showed 
that it was mailed at Mt. Ver‘ten, II. 
The letter stated that Hill was in pi

They complain that nothing has been, 
done for their assistance by their 
brother unioniats; that promises have 
been broken, and that the only re- 
sult in prospect from their organi- 
zation ia the payment of dues and 
lending themselves to the bosses for 
the private polifical profit of tHe lat- 
ter.

PERFIDY SHOWN UP. 

A resolution was introduced at last 
night's meeting of the “Federal Un- 
ion” reminding the Council of Lader 
that none of these promises have 
been fulfilled. For two weeks the 
“Federal Union’) has had a walking . 
delegate making investigations to see 
just how much the Jimgray outfit ts 
backing up the efforts to unionize all 
the unskilled labor of the city. The 
result of this inquiry has been the 
opening of the Federal“ eyes and 
the confirmation of the suspicion that 
the union was merely organised to 
be used in politics. 

The investigator reported that 
“union” jobs all over the city are not 
only manned by non-union common 
laborers, but the other crafts are 
mixed. It is complained that there 
is not even a murmur of protest from 
the Council against the “wrong” be- 
ing done the “Federals,” and no ef- 
fort to help them. They want to know 
where this waunted strength Hes, and 
declare that instead of being t 
like “brothers,” they are scorned and 
even ridiculed.
